Greenbelt supporters of a METRO line that would terminate 
near Greenbelt Road and the B&O railroad tracks received en¬ 
couragement from the action of the Prince Georges county council 
on Tuesday, February 17. The council kept its options open for 
the “E” line by favoring two alignments. 
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City Council Departs From Seaton 
Trail, But Proves Entertaining

If you haven’t done so lately, you really ought to make a 
point of turning out for one of the regular meetings of your 
Greenbelt City Council. They are generally interesting, enter¬ 
taining, therapeutic—its amazing the amount of steam that’s let 
off and very educational. For instance, did you know that there’s 
an old Indian burial ground somewhere over on the “Golden 
Triangle”? Or that dog turds (perhaps “feces’ is more descrip¬ 
tively apt) constitutes Greenbelt’s biggest pollution problem? 

Oh yes, I learned all of that at the regular meeting for Monday, 

February 23—and lots more—like what’s happening with the 
housing for the elderly project, and whether or not to have a 
Bicentennial Trail. 


The Indian burial ground infor¬ 
mation came out in a fairly heated 
discussion centering on a propos¬ 
al by the Greenbelt Bicentennial 
Committee to build a historical 
path, appropriately marked, which 
would identify various landmarks 
of Greenbelt as one of the first 
planned communities in the Uni¬ 
ted States. The heat arose, because 
part of the trail would go through 
Maplewood Court and many resi¬ 
dents of Lakeside could not see 
where that strictly residential area 
had anything to do with history 
and why it should be subjected to 
a lot of outside traffic. 

Viola Keer didn't think that 
there was anything all that histor¬ 
ical to mark, except the burial 
ground, and George Loutsch 
thought that it would not be of 
lasting benefit and the markers 
would be subject to vandalism. “If 
you insist on spending money,” 
he said, “at least use it to fix up 
the path around the Lake and plant 
a grove of trees in the park so 
there will be something of lasting 
value to the residents of Green¬ 
belt” 

Waver on Trail 

The whole matter was turned 
back to the Bicentennial Commit¬ 
tee for a revised proposal, after 
a motion by councilman Richard 
Castaldi — to carry out a shor¬ 
ter, modified version of the trail 
— lost by voice vote. Castaldi and 
Mayor Weidenfeld favored a com¬ 
promise version that would not 
carry the trail through the Lake¬ 
side area. Councilmen Charles 
Schwan and Thomas White sup¬ 
ported the original proposal, and 
councilman Richard Pilski was op¬ 
posed to the concept in any form. 

Animal Waste 

The animal waste problem, 
which was raised as a result of the 
Park and Recreation Advisory 
Board Report 1-76 for a leash law 
and more intensive enforcement, 
was graphically illustrated by Wil¬ 
liam Clarke. He stated that Green¬ 
belt dogs, alone, deposited over 
300 tons of feces in the course of 
a year, and that much of this was 
in play areas used by little chil¬ 
dren, where the possibility for dis¬ 
ease transmission was heightened. 

Numerous people in the audience 
spoke of their frustrations with 
free roaming animals and with 
their inability to get any satisfac¬ 
tion under the present statutes. 
The crucial problem seems to be 
that one must press charges ag¬ 
ainst the dog owner, who is likely 
to be a neighbor, and people are 
reluctant to do this. Other mea¬ 
sures, such as relying on the dog- 
catcher or police do not seem 
to be satisfactory. 

Council requested the city man¬ 
ager, James Giese, and the city so¬ 
licitor to draw up a proposed or¬ 
dinance encompassing the PRAB 
recommendations. 

Housing for the Elderly 

An administrative report was 
presented by Giese on progress on 
the city's study on housing for the 
elderly. He reported that the State 
and Prince Georges county are re¬ 
questing the Department of Hous¬ 
ing and Urban Development (HUD) 
to allocate the 100 units to the 


State of Maryland for administra¬ 
tion of the program, thus simpli¬ 
fying the procedure for allocating 
the units to Greenbelt. When this 
is done the city will have time to 
file a preliminary application. The 
city also entered into a coopera¬ 
tive arrangement with the Univer¬ 
sity of Maryland School of Archi¬ 
tecture to undertake feasibility 
studies and studies of alternate 
sites as classroom projects. 

A team of upper level classmen, 
under Professor Mavis, has com¬ 
pleted these studies, prepared a 
report which was presented to 
council and various members of 
the team made verbal presenta¬ 
tions at the meeting. The Univer¬ 
sity of Maryland students drew 
accolades from various members 
of council and the audience for the 
thoroughness with which they re¬ 
searched the project as well as 
for the obvious personal interest 
in the needs of the elderly in 
Greenbelt and the interests of the 
community generally. 

Under the prodding of council¬ 
man Pilski and members of the 
audience who participated in de¬ 
veloping a petition to put this 
matter to referendum, council de¬ 
cided to hold a special work ses¬ 
sion on Wednesday, March 3, to 
come to some definite decision as 
to where it is and should be go¬ 
ing with this project. 

Other Matters 

In other items of interest coun¬ 
cil authorized use of public land 
areas adjacent to the Municipal 
Service Building and the old city 
landfill for garden plots for anoth¬ 
er year under supervision of the 
Greenbelt Garden Club. They ac¬ 
cepted $336.50 donated to the City 
for the purchase of equipment for 
the Springhill Lake Recreation 
Center, the remaining funds in the 
treasury of the Springhill Lake 
Civic Association which has dis¬ 
banded. 

Council also went on record as 
opposing Maryland Senate bill SB 
350 which provides for uniform 
statewide building codes, but wan¬ 
ted to make it clear that they were 
not opposed to the application of 
a state code to areas not presently 
ly covered by a code, but opposed 
the State preempting any existing 
codes, because, generally, the stan¬ 
dards for Prince Georges county 
would be higher than could be in¬ 
cluded in any statewide regula¬ 
tions.

Landlords to Collect Tax 

By an 8-1 vote, County Council 
enacted emergency legislation re¬ 
quiring landlords to make a “good 
faith effort” at collecting the con¬ 
troversial two percent tax from 
•their tenants. CB-23 requires 
landlords to show they have noti¬ 
fied all tenants of their obligation 
to pay the tax, and of their de¬ 
linquent tax bill. At the same 
time, landlords must try to get 
tenants unwilling to pay the tax 
to declare their decision. 

The bill becomes effective imme¬ 
diately upon Executive signature 
and probably will have its first test 
with rents collected in March. A 
majority of county tenants haven’t 
been paying the tax and, in some 
cases, landlords have been holding 
the tax checks for months before 
forwarding them to the county. 
CB-23 levies a penalty on land¬ 
lords who don’t remit the tax to 
the county monthly. 


NEW PEPCO RATES 

New electric rates for Potomac 
Electric Power Co.'s Maryland 
customers went into effect Feb. 
20 to reflect the $22.9 million rate 
increase granted the utility Feb. 
11 by the Maryland Public Ser¬ 
vice Commission. 

For the average Maryland resi¬ 
dential customer using 850 kilo¬ 
watt-hours the new rates will mean 
an increase in the monthly bill of 
$1.80 over the old rates which in¬ 
cluded a temporary surcharge. The 
commission had approved a tem¬ 
porary surcharge last September 
to allow PEPCO to recover some 
of its higher costs while hearings 
were held on the company's rate 
increase request. 


S!ng-A!ong at Center 

Center school will hold a music- 
in-our school day on Thurs., March 
4, at 1:40 p.m. An open invitation 
is extended to parents and the 
community to visit Center for a 
program and sing-along with the 
students. 


Until recently, it had generally 
been assumed that the original 
Adopted Regional System (ARS) 
alignment was dead. This route 
would have run along the B&O 
tracks to a terminal near Green¬ 
belt Rd. and the Beltway, and 
would have included stations serv¬ 
ing College Park and Greenbelt. 

The Greenbelt city council has 
long been in favor of the ARS 
alignment, especially with a ter¬ 
minal near Greenbelt Road. In a 
poll taken of the cititzens who 
voted in the September Greenbelt 
election, 77 percent of those re¬ 
sponding favored the Greenbelt 
Road route, 13 percent opposed, 
and 10 percent were undecided. At 
•the same time, 56 percent opposed 
the 1-95 route, 23 percent favored, 
and 21 percent had no opinion. 

Greenbelt Terminus Revived 

But county executive Winfield M. 
Kelly recommended its revival 
three weeks ago and councilman 
Francis W. White last week gave 
his support to this route. On a 
9 to 1 vote with only councilman 
Frank Casula opposing, this align¬ 
ment was listed as a possibility 
along with a State-preferred route 
west of the University of Mary¬ 
land campus that would terminate 
near 1-95 and the Capital Beltway 
interchange. 

Kelly favors the Greenbelt Road 
terminus because the area could 
be developed and become a source 
of tax revenue. He said that this 
could not be done if the 1-95 inter¬ 
change were the terminus. 

Two-week Delay 

In the case of either alignment, 
county council is asking for a two- 
week delay before committing it¬ 
self to sending either alignment 
to General Plan. In the case of 
the ARS alignment county council 
will be working out certain routing 
problems still faced in the more 
urbanized areas. Nevertheless, 
county legislators indicated that 
the county's preference is centered 
on the original ARS alignment, 
first mapped in 1968 when the rapid 
rail system was conceived. Council, 
at the same time, is seeking an 
indication from federal and state 
governments on their willingness 
to endorse the county government’s 
1-95 alignment through some of the 
Agricultural Research Center. 

A final council decision on which 
alignment will be sent to General 
Plan won’t come until early March. 

During the next two weeks, 
county government will he solicit¬ 
ing a decision from the Maryland 
Department of Transportation on 
funding one of the General Plan 
alignment studies. According to 
current Washington Metropolitan 
Area Transit Authority (WMATA) 
policy, one set of General Plans 
on a single alignment is prepared 
at the system s cost Council es¬ 
timated a second set of General 
Plans will cost approximately 
$ 150,000-$600.000.

ment already has indicated it will 
withhold approximately $62 million 
in interstate highway funds ear¬ 
marked for the route if Prince 
Georges County fails to phoose an 
alignment without a terminal at 
1-95 and the Capital Beltway. 
County legislators estimate con¬ 
struction along the B&O Railroad 
track will be less costly and less 
disruptive than up Adelphi Rd. 
and on to 1-95. 

To Continue Planning 

Council rejected by an 8-2 vote 
a motion by councilman Parris N. 
Glendening to kill the entire “E” 
route in Prince Georges county. 
The latter proposal would have 
meant that if the line were built 
at all, it would be truncated at 
Fort Totten, just inside the Dis¬ 
trict of Columbia. Under the ARS 
proposal, the route would swing 
from the District line to a Prince 
Georges Plaza station, go east 
along Route 410 (East-West High¬ 
way) to reach the B&O railroad 
tracks via either a tunnel construc¬ 
tion under Route 410 or in deep 
tunnel construction under Queens 
Chapel Road to the vicinity of 
Route 1, where the alignment 
would curve easterly in earth tun¬ 
nel construction south of Albion 
Street. 

Council’s decision to continue the 
E route to the General Plan stage 
was made in hopes that more spe¬ 
cific information will be available 
once WMATA pinpoints construc¬ 
tion and operating costs for partic¬ 
ular alignments, financial impacts 
are accurately assessed, and more 
public comment has been heard 
when the General Plan comes to 
public hearing. At the same time, 
county council believes a final de¬ 
cision made after General Plans 
are evaluated, will benefit from 
studies now underway, as well as 
an analysis of commitments on 
related issues not now resolved. 

Alternate Route 

The second alignment to be con¬ 
sidered is tile slate-preferred path 
that includes a station in “retain¬ 
ing cut” construction near Bell- 
crest and Toledo Roads to serve 
Prince George’s Plaza, tunnel con¬ 
struction running under Adeiphi 
Road to a second station south of 
Stadium Drive to serve the Univer¬ 
sity of Maryland. The University’s 
station will be built in University 
Boulevard’s median strip. The 
alignment then would reach a ter¬ 
minal station in the vicinity of 1-95 
and the Capital Beltway, either in 
tunnel construction under the Uni¬ 
versity’s operating golf course and 
between the Buck Lodge and Col¬ 
lege Park Woods subdivisions, or 
aerial construction through the 
U.S. Agricultural Research Center 
further east. The latter construc¬ 
tion would follow an existing ser¬ 
vice road. 

County council is determined to 
minimize Metro’s impact on College 
Park Woods and research activities 
being conducted on the South 
Farm of the research center. At 
the same time, the U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture and the Na¬ 
tional Capital Planning Commis¬ 
sion must give their okays to aerial 
construction through the research 
center. 

Councilmen Amonett, Bogley, Ca¬ 
sula and Glendening voted against 
the 1-95 alignment, while Council- 
members Hartlove, Francois, 
Koonce, Darlene White, Francis 
White and Wilson voted favorably. 
Francois along with a number of 
his colleagues, noted that his ‘aye’ 
vote doesn’t commit him to voting 
favorably on the line in later ses¬ 
sions.

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Potential Conflagration 

To the Editor: 

* . . you ain’t seen nothing yet! . . . 

until you see the smoke and 
steam rising from the State Senate 
halls in Annapolis. 

The proposed State Senate Bill 
350, introduced by Senator Levi¬ 
tan (Montgomery County) is the 
prime cause of the potential con¬ 
flagration. 

This conflagration is being at¬ 
tacked in its incipiency by joint 
efforts of all fire service organiza¬ 
tions in the state to defeat this bill 
at the committee level and before 
it gets to the floor of the State 
Legislature. 

Only one single benefit has come 
from this poorly conceived bill; 
It has unified the Fire Pre¬ 
vention, Fire Protection and Fire 
Suppression forces (both paid & 
volunteer) into a singular team 
effort to extinguish this highly 
hazardous piece of legislation. 

This Bill, if adopted, would or 
could: 

1. Establish a 15 man (appointed 
by tile Governor) council to devel¬ 
op and administer a Uniform State¬ 
wide Building Code which includes 
structural, electrical, mechanical 
and plumbing provisions. 

2. Pre-empt existing and more 
adequate codes such as in Prince 
George’s, Montgomery and in the 
larger majority of all counties in 
the state. 

3. Require these counties to re¬ 
duce their present life-safety codes 
to a state level. 

4. Negate any county or local 
municipality action to strengthen 
their building, fire, electric and 
plumbing codes. 

5. Negate present requirements 
for automatic sprinklers, fire de¬ 
tection and alarm systems in nurs¬ 
ing homes, public housing and 
schools as well as requirements for 
providing smoke detectors in dwel¬ 
lings. 

6. Allow a “proponent” to present 
his own version of technical data 
to this Council; not necessarily 
data provided by a widely recog¬ 
nized testing authority. 

7. Make ineffectual, many exist¬ 
ing fire prevention and inspection 
officials in code enforcement by 
placing enforcement under a 
Building Department. 

8. Establish another bureau with¬ 
in a bureau at state level to dupli¬ 
cate existing code enforcement and 
amendment procedures. 

9. Provide for code violations to 
cost the offender a mere (mis- 
meanor) $500 — too cheap a price 
to impose for a license to kill . , . 

We urge you to contact your state 
legislative representative and help 
your Fire Services in the extin¬ 
guishment of this potential life- 
safety and fir e hazard.

Discussed by County 

At its Feb 12 meeting, the Prince 
Georges County Planning Board 
postponed consideration of the Glen 
Ora townhouse project, but it did 
take up the subdivision plan for the 
Golden Triangle—the 57-acre tract 
bounded by Greenbelt Rd., Capital 
Beltway, and Kenilworth Ave 

In response to complaints by the 
developer's representative, Kenneth 
Michael, that the conditions im- 
posd by the Planning Board would 
have bound him to an inflexible 
plan, the 'Board modified its condi¬ 
tions to require site plan review 
for individual parcels as submit¬ 
ted. The Greenbelt city council po¬ 
sition was that it wanted to see an 
over-all plan of development. Mi¬ 
chael's position was that this would 
have made it impossible for him to 
undertake development as he must 
be able to modify sites to meet the 
specific requirements of individu¬ 
al purchasers, 

Cadillac to Greenbelt? 

As an example, Michael indica¬ 
ted he was working out a site ap¬ 
proval for the Capita] Cadillac A- 
gency But the arrangement was 
tied to the development of alj roads 
in the tract as the agency did not 
want to be in an isolated situ¬ 
ation. 

In its ruling, the Planning Board 
stipulated that site plans as sub¬ 
mitted should be related to other 
approved site plans for the tract 
in order to prevent uses that might 
be detrimental from occuring,

Relief in Drug Prices 

According to State Senator Ed¬ 
ward T. Conroy (Dem. P.G.), Mary¬ 
land’s new mandatory drug pric¬ 
ing bill, which went into effect 
Jan. 1, should make it easier for 
consumers to find the lowest prices 
for drugs, do more intelligent com¬ 
parison shopping and encourage 
price competition among drug 
stores themselves. Now stores 
must post their 100 most commonly 
prescribed prescription drugs (ex¬ 
cluding controlled dangerous sub¬ 
stances) by name manufacturer or 
distributors, strength and quantity, 
and must include both the brand 
name and the generic name of 
each drug plus its price. 


Conroy Urges City 
Zoning Controls 

In legislation introduced this 
week, Senator Edward T. Conroy 
(Dem. P.G.) is calling for addi¬ 
tional zoning controls for munici¬ 
palities in Prince Georges within 
a one mile boundary of their muni¬ 
cipal boundaries. 

At the present time any zoning 
change applied for within the 
boundaries of a municipality in 
Prince Georges and Montgomery 
County would require the County 
Council to have a two-thirds (extra 
ordinary) majority to overcome 
recommendations against the zon¬ 
ing change by the municipality.

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WSSC Studies New Prepeul 
For Greenbriar Sewage disposal

For many months Greenbriar Associates has been unsuccess¬ 
ful in its attempts to abandon the Greenbriar interim sewage 
treatment plant serving the Greenbriar condominium apartments. 
The Washington Suburban Sanitary Commission (WSSC) has 
repeatedly turned down the developer’s request to transfer Green¬ 
briar waste water directly into the permanent regional Western 
Branch treatment plant without waiting for its expansion to 15 
million gallons a day - (mgd) now slated for the end of August 
1976. According to WSSC the plant is operating satisfactorily 
and is maintaining an extremely high quality effluent. 


Both Greenbriar Associates and 
the Prince Georges Environment 
Coalition have contended that 
there was additional capacity at 
Western Branch due to the intro¬ 
duction of chemical treatment 
which increased the plant’s capa¬ 
city from 5 mgd. to 8 mgd. About 
80% of the increased capacity had 
been earmarked for residential de¬ 
velopments, and Greenbriar was the 
only one of fourteen projects con¬ 
sidered by WSSC ready for im¬ 
mediate connection to the public 
system. 

The city of Greenbelt also sup¬ 
ported immediate hook-up, point¬ 
ing out that the occupancy of the 
project was a fraction of both the 
ultimate total (1,193 units) and the 
design capacity of the plant 

New Proposal 

Frustrated in their attempts to 
discontinue the operation of the 
plant, Greenbriar Associates on 
February 18 submitted an alternate 
proposal which would utilise the 
interim plan as a holding tank. 
Sewage would be pumped to the 
Western Branch only during those 
hours when the public plant was 
operating under capacity - from 2 
to 8 a.m. 

Greenbriar consultant Dr John 
Cookson advised WSSC that the 
Greenbriar plant would have a 
four- to five-day holding capacity 
by October 1976 The plant’s tank 
capacity is 448,000 gallons and as 
of February 1, only 67,000 gallons 
of sewage were being treated. At 
the present operating level the 
plant has a holding capacity of 
6% days. Dr. Cookson said the aer¬ 
ator system would be operating 
while the sewage was being held 
to prevent odors and to keep sew¬ 
age from becoming septic, 

WSSC Sees Problems 

WSSC staff said that it would 
be difficult to predict when the 
Western Branch would have the 
capacity to receive the Greenbriar 
sewage - especially since there is 
a five hour gap between the time 
sewage leaves the Greenbriar plant 
and the time it arrives at Western 
Branch. They were concerned that 
the “flow from a heavy rain start¬ 
ing after the sewage was dis¬ 
charged would reach the Western 
Branch at the same time.” Cook¬ 
son told the News Review it was 
possible to avoid such a contin¬ 
gency since the flow from rainfall 
would not influence the Western 
Branch until 24 hours later. 

The Greenbriar proposal also in¬ 
cluded the provision for restoring 
the plant to operation if for some 
unanticipated reason, the Western 
Branch could not absorb the Green- 
briar sewage. Dr Machis of WSSC 
indicated that once the operators 
were dispersed, it would be diffi¬ 
cult to bring them back to Green¬ 
briar 

The proposal was taken under 
advisement. WSSC also directed 
its staff to explore the possibili¬ 
ty of diverting the Greenbriar sew¬ 
age, via the Bald Hill branch line, 
to the Blue Plains plant which has 
been operating below capacity. Re¬ 
portedly, sewage is presently be¬ 
ing diverted from Western Branch 
to Blue Plains. 

Other Suggestions 

Rhea Cohen in a letter to the 
commission, urged that Greenbri¬ 
ar' s sewage flow be diverted to the 
Western Branch. She was concern¬ 
ed that “the critical high tempera¬ 
tures and low stream flows of sum¬ 
mer could increase the public 
health risks due to the discharge 
of possibly substandard effluent.” 

Taking issue with WSSC, she 
was not convinced that there was 
no fulltime capacity at Western 
Branch for either the total projec¬ 
ted average flow of the Greenbri¬ 
ar plant or the present flow. “Nev¬ 
ertheless” she said, “there certain¬ 
ly is off-peak capacity for at least 


the present Greenbriar flow.” Mrs. 
Cohen recommended that if the 
commission accepts the holding 
tank proposal that (1) no new 
hookups should be permitted to 
the Greenbriar plant (2) a quali¬ 
fied operator should be on site ar¬ 
ound the clock, and (3) all oper¬ 
ation and maintenance costs should 
be borne by the developer. 

Mrs. Cohen noted that she pre¬ 
ferred the land application meth¬ 
od of disposing of Greenbriar’s 
sewage and envisioned its use in 
agricultural projects on the Belts- 
ville Agricultural Research Center. 
She said “a joint WSSC/Maryland 
'State/U.S. Environmental Protec¬ 
tion Agency/U.S. Department of 
Agriculture demonstration project 
would soon pay its way with cash 
crops of pulpwood, fiber plants, 
sod, or certain food and forage 
plants.”

ing to achieve a better under¬ 
standing of the American, Way of 
Life. 

The CYO Young Americans, made 
up of youngsters ranging in age 
from 8 to 14 years, have presented 
their 18 minute Bicentennial pro¬ 
gram “America’s Story Retold” be¬ 
fore 55 schools, clubs and organi¬ 
zations since December 1974. Their 
audiences total over 51,000 people.

5 Greenbelt Runners in 
Jaycee Marathon Race 

Five Greenbelters finished the 26 
mile marathon race on Feb. 15 
at the nearby National Agricul¬ 
tural Farm sponsored by the Green¬ 
belt JAYCEES. It was the third 
largest marathon on the east coast 
including the Boston Marathon. 
There were 406 runners, men, wo¬ 
men and children, the largest field 
in the 15 year history of this event. 

Bill O’Brien, a student at Syra¬ 
cuse University, won in 2:26:40. 
This was his first marathon and he 
defeated a class runner in Bernie 
Allen from England who set two 
loop records in this three loop 
course but fell apart at 22 miles. 
The Greenbelt runners were: Alex¬ 
ander Barnes, 67, in 2:55:47; Marty 
Greenbaum, 156 in 3:17:44; Bill 
Clarke, 195 in 3:30:21; Lawrence 
Wenzel 244 in 3:51 and William 
McDonnell 292 in 4:33:52. Green¬ 
belt has at least 12 active mara¬ 
thoners, unusual for a city this 
size, but some were sick with the 
flu. 

Dominic Waters of Washington, 
Pa. finished in 3:55 to win the tro¬ 
phy awarded by the Greenbelt 
Jaycees to the first Jaycee.
